BOUGHT  FOR  *33.00.  WHILE  A  NICE  63  COIN  COMMANDS  ABOUT  *60.00.  A  VIRTUALLY 
FLAWLESS  MS63  TO  MS67  EXAMPLE  (A  COIN  CURRENTLY  IN  HIGH  DEMAND)  WILL  SET 
THE  FASTIDIOUB  COLLECTOR  BACK  *300.00  OR  MORE.  THE  MILLER  COIN  WAS  SIMPLY 
A  FANTASTIC  SILVER  DOLLAR.  TIC  FIELDS  WERE  FLAWLESS.  LIBERTY’S  CHEEK  WAS

DESPIIF  THEIR  AESTHETIC  SHORTCOMINGS.  BUT  THE  WILDEST,  MOST  UNBELIVABL* 
PRICES  WENT  TO  CHOICE  COINS.  A  VF30  IB29  N-7  WITH  ABSOLUTELY  FLAWLESS 
SURFACES  AND  PRFF.CT  GOLDEN  TAN  COLOR  SOLD  FOR  *1300.00.  A  CHOICE  REO 
AND  BROWN  UMC1RCULAIE0  1024  N-2  GRADED  MS60  WAS  SURELY  WORTH  AT  LEAST 
*600.00.  ANYWAY,  THAIS  WHAT  I  HAD  NOTED  BY  LOT  3339  IN  MY  CATALOG.  AT 
LEAST  TWO  COLLECTORS  1HUUGHT  IT  WAS  WORTH  MORE  AS  THE  COIN  WAS  BID 
10  OVER  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  INCLUDING  THE  BUYERS  FEE.  THERE  WERE  MANY
